KINDERGARTEN. 

It  may  not  bo  generally  knnwu  that  an 
i-ffort  has  been  made  to  establish  Kinder¬ 
garten  culture  in  our  village  for  the  early 
training  of  our  children  ;  or,  if  this  is 
known,  the  nature  and  direct  practical 
bearings  of  this  system  of  culture,  may  not 
be  fully  understood. 

The  philosophy  aud  method  of  the  Kin¬ 
dergarten  constitute  a  new  department  in 
education.  But  as  the  object  of  this  no¬ 
tice  is  simply  to  refer  to  what  has  been 
done  at  Montclair,  we  can  only  direct  the 
attention  of  any  who  may  wish  to  ex- 
h ini ne  the  system  to  the  Kindergarten 
Manuals  and  Lib  mt tire,  (published  by  E, 
Steiger  A  Co„  23  Frankfort  street,  N.  Y.() 
and  to  the  Kindergarten  \fe$m)gerf  (pub¬ 
lished  by  Miss.  E  F,  Peabody,  19  Folon 
street,  Cambridge,  Mass.) 

A  Kindergarten  school  h m  been  in  ope¬ 
ration  in  Montclair  for  more  than  a  year. 
It  was  organized  and  is  conducted  under 
the  management  of  a  society  of  ladies  the 
mothers  of  the  diildtoo  chiefly,  who  h&vc 
united  to  futrnduce  and  work  out  the 
Kindergarten  irethorf  as  time  and  menus 
uill  permit. 

The  Association  proceeds  as  strictly  as 
possible,  upon  the  method  of  applying  the 
principles  of  this  system  step  by  step  to 
tho  practical  wants  of  the  children,  a* 
thdr  unfolding  power*  may  warrant.  The 
Kindergarten  receives  the  child  during  the 
period  between  three  and  a  half  and  seven 
years  of  age,  a  time  of  great  importance 
in  the  formation  of  character,  but  alio 
a  time  when  household  cares  and  other 
family  duties  often  re udei  ii  difficu.t  tor 
ilia  mother  to  provide  sufficient  interesting 
and  harm iJb  occupation  for  the  incessant 
activity  of  the  child. 

The  processes  of  the  Kindergarten  are 
wond vi fully  adapted  to  awaken,  exercise 
and  direct  the  physical  and  mental  powers 
of  the  child, 

Bm  fur,  although  the  Association  has  had 
many  practical  difficulties  to  overcome, 
the  work  Has  steadily  gone  forward  ;  and 
now.  having  gained  improved  conditions, 
In  a  flail  with  a  garden  attached,  admirn 
bly  suited  to  their  ^>ti rposa,  the  ladles  in 
ill*  tb^cav operation  of  paresis  generally, 
in  order  ufor©  fully  to  carry  out  their  plans 
1m  extending  the  ml  vantage*  of  the  school 
tti  a  wider  circle 

The  school  y  n$  consists  of  46  weeks, 
divided  four  feym*  of  10  W(*k!  each 
The  present  term  Iwgao  with  tbs  first  week 

l*i  March,  but  pupils  are  rcceiucd  at  any 
time,  paying  from  the  date  of  their  an- 
trance.
